From JOHN SHAW: With tho French Foreign Legion in Indo-China 


(THE Umbrella Army came proudly back from the war today—-60 men 
‘ts who fought 1,200 and lived. From the slit loopholes of a whitewashed 
Beau Geste fort they. fired to the last bullet. They killed 300 Red rebels. 
Then, after six days.of: battle, they slipped away through the jungle night 


to safety. 


The fort is on the border 
between Red China and 
French Indo-China.

And the Umbrella Army of 
Indo-Chinese troops {s help-

Tho Umbrolla was 
ardored to hold the {ort—at 
Thanpoun, a river port—untll 
French Foreign Legion troops 
relieved them. 

LOVE REBEL 

The Reds attacked | with 
mortars. Then they crawled up 
with firebrands and: tried to sct 
alight the fort's spiked bamboo 
palisade. 


The garrison blasted them 
with grenades, A lone rebel 
scaled the six-foot spikes. He 
was shot, and dropped inside 
with his American tommygun— 
one of many captured by the 
Communists) in‘the war with 
Natlonalist China. 

Food and bullets in the fort 

ran low. The garrison flashed a 
signal to the harbourmaster, and 
he set off by sampan to warn 
the French at Moncay, 16 miles 
down the Caflong River. 
- The Forelgn Legion hurried 
out, I went with them. We found 
the Umbrella Anny sleeping in 
the shade of. rond-side bushes 
where they dropped with fatigue 
after bursting through the Red 
lines. . 

They wore brownennd-grey 
tunics and blue tYousers, with 
berets and sun-helmets or just 
towels on thelr hends. Some 
were barefoot. They had brought 
out four wounded on litters 
made from green leaves Jashed 
to poles. 

THEN SLEEP 

The gallant garrison woke up 
and showed its trophics—the 
tommygun belonging to the Red 
who scaled the palisade, a 
galaxy of pistols and stlck-type 
grenades. Then the men ate, and 
went to sleep again.

as a gentus; I Inew 
him as a human being—aon 
old gentleman who always 
took three hours to chew 
his midday meal of raw 
vegetables and was terrified 
of strangers, 


I had not been his house- 
keeper long before I. tealleed 
that few of the many people 
who came to his Hertfordshire 
home to sce him were truly 
welcome. Towards the end he 
was reluctant to see even the 
“ald familiar faces.” : 


I once asked him: “Why on 
earth did you ever come to live 
in an out-of-the-way little 
spot Uke Ayot St. Lawrence?" 


He looked at mea with 
twinkling oyes, ko a mis- 
chicvous schoolboy, “Mrs. 
Laden,” he answered, “I came 
here to hide away from people. 
People bother me.” 


From that day onwards 
everybody who came to sce 
“The Sage” had frst to recion, 
with me, andI savedhim from 
being “bothered” far more often 
than he ever guessed.

His evening meal over, he

Sometimes I would hear 
“bot” dance music or a music- 
hall programmo coming from 
his act. There was always only 
ene explanatlbn for this: I 
would find him fast asleep ! 
his armchair! 


Mr Shaw was extremely 
fond of music. He was, I am 
convinced, a genulnely “musi- 
eal” man, and had considerable 
skill as a planist. He played 
om the plano at his country 
home even when he was over 
90, . 


Dreaded change 


ETEN he would turn to the 

piano suddenly on his way 
to bed at midnight and play 
himself a bedtime tune. If it 
was on Irish song he was play- 
ing he would sing tt too.’ 


One of my very few difficul- 
ties in providing for Mr Shaow’s 
comfort and well-being was his 
incorrigible refusal to admit 
that he had lived into the Age 
of Austerity. 


He seemed to have a deep- 
seated dread of change — even 
of a chango in the appearance 
of his home ewroundings. 


I had no Mea bow much he 
depended on me until, just 
after his 90th birthday, I was 
offered a very tempting and 
tesponsible post in Lomdon, 1 
wtote him ‘ao note about . it, 
which I'left on his dining-table.

Bolton said the discase, 
originally known 05 glandular 
fever, has been re-christened 
Infectious mononucleosis.  ~ 


It Is believed to be caused 
by a virus, spread by means 
unknown. 


“Itg symptoms are so bizarre 
and confusing that accurate 
identification is extremely diffi- 
cult," Bolton said. “No entirely 
satisfactory -treatment has yet 
been developed.” 


The discasé has been known 
since 1889, Bo'ton said. It causes 
a swelling of .lymph glands, 
especially in the neck, 


“The principal signs in the 
average. patient ure moderate 
fever, sore throat, cough, head- 
ache and swollen glands,” he 
snid. “You could have those in 
the start of German measles, in 
the complications of an ordinary 
cold, ina mild form of influenza 
and a host of other disorders.” 


The disease travels in “crra-~ 
tic” fashion, he said. 


“Tt may develop as a small- 
seale epldemic in a group of 
children, yet attack only one 
child ina family of three or 
four,” he said.
